Active and alert, 92-year-old Mr. Alfred Spriggs 
must surely have been one of the happiest former resi- 
- dents to return for the Back To Altona celebrations last 


weekend. 


Mr. Spriggs right) 
who now lives at Lin- 
disfarne, a suburb of 
Hobart, was a passenger 
in Saturday’s vintage 
train trip from Newport 
to Altona to mark the 
Golden Jubilee of Go- 
vernment ownership of 
the Altona railway line. 
The trip was arranged 

on Saturday for those who 
lived in Altona or travel- 
led on the train before 
October 1, 1926, 

One of the city’s ear- 
liest residents, Mr. Spriggs 
came.,to the district at the 
age of three. 

At that time, he re- 
calls only three famil- 
jes at Altona — Quinn 
the milkman, Bill Her- 
bert and Charlie White”. 
There was no’ school, 

and the children had to 
walk three - and-a ~ half 
miles to attend the Laver- 
ton schoo! ,accompanied 
by a “snake charmer’. 

The children followed 
three tracks —- two wheel 
tracks and one in the 
centre “made by the 
horse”. 

“Snakes were plentiful 
and used to sunbathe in 
the tracks. The snake 
charmer — a Six-foot 
length of 8-guage galvan- 
ised wire was very 
handy,” Mr. Spriggs re- 
calls. 

The area around Pier 
Street extending as far 
as Laverton was known 
as the Altona Estate.
